Their work in tho citics is generally of a scdantary naturo, and, 
in addition to that, there aro tho bad social conditions in the grcat citics 
and from tho military point of view this is a grave problom,

In tho course of the day of the 30 Juno SS Ubcrsturribann fuchror 
Bautcl camo to mo for security serviccs and ho had an order from Heydriche He 
was a younger man, this Beutel, and hoe did not know what ho had to do and he 
came to me in order to obtain advice from mc, an older mon, He had tho order 
in which there were approximately 28 names and in addition to that it secmcd 
that some of these men were to be arrested and the others were to be executed. 
This written order had no signature on it and I advised this Oborsturmbann- 
fuchror to get clarification asto what should take place and I warned him 
against any immediate action. Thon, as far as 
Berlin and this courier thon brought cight orders of execution back and these 
were from Heydrich. 

It was an order of tho Fuchrer and Reich Chancellor. Then followed the

t I really believed in an emergency and felt that because the highest 
German police authority; namely, Himmler, himsclf,'had said so, it must be 
truc; and moreover, on account of tho state of alarm and with my cooperation

Qe Do you remember that immediately after those events, the press had 
two telcgrams of Reichspresident von Hindenburg and published them and ono of 
them was to the Fuchrer, of June 2, 1934; and the other one to Goering of the 
2nd June 1934. I quote SS document 74, which will later ^e handed in. Tole- 
gram of Hindenburg to Hitler: "From the reports which had been brought to me, 
I sce that by your decisivo action and by your personal activity you have 
nipped in tho bud all those treasonable activities. You saved the Gorman people 
from a grave danger. For this, I express to you my decply-fclt gratitude and 
respecte With the best groctings, von Hindenburg." 

The telegram from von Hindenburg to Gocring: "For your onergetic and 
successful activity in the destruction of this treasonable organization, I 
express to you my gratitude and respecte” Did you read these tclcgrams nt the 
time in the press?

Qe After tho beginning of tho wary did the general SS continue to exist 
ond what task did it then have to fulfill? 

The goncral SS hac, in practice, ceased to exist during the war. Of 
tho 10,000 men who were included in my Oberanschnitt, when tho Volkssturm was 
held up in Novemborj 1944, thoro wore only 1,200 left in tho countryà These 
1,200 men had all been ineluded in war work at home and they woro no longer 
available for SS servicos The last mon had been taken into the Wehrmacht and 
the Waffen SSe 

vas there any official business as you hnve described which existed 
during poncetime? 

A. Noe Further tasks to be fulfilled by the SS was the Fuersorge 
Kommando (Welfare Command) of the Waffen SS and its work consisted of care for 
the wounded in the hospitals and care for those left behind by our dead come 
"dese There were not even men available for this work. We did this work some- 
times even with women.

is The General SS did not establish any concentration camps. The 
concentration canpsvere established by the State, To what extent atrocities 
occurred there I cannot judge, 

Q Can you recall the case of an SS Fuehrer, Engel, in Stettin, in 
this connection? 

à No, I knew Zngle from the SS but what he had to do with this I 
do not kntwe He was in Northern Germany and I in Southern Germany, 

Q In Munich you, as a member of the General SS were Oberabschnitt— 
fuehrer of the General SS; at the same time you were Police President and 
from 1939 on you wer. Higher SS and Police Leader. Please comment on this, 
whether fundamentally the position of Oberabschnittfuehrer of the General 
SS was connected, first with the position of Police President, and secondly 
with the position of the Higher SS and Police Chief. 

P On principle I can say no on both cases. There were exceptions. 
The Police President of Duesseldorf, Nurem berg and Munich were at the same 
time Oberabschnittfuehrere In the second case I can say that the great

THE WEMNESS: I remarked that only in three cases in all of German;

Q Witness, the misunderstanding probably arose because of a third 
function which has not yet been discussod. Please tell us, did the followin, 
throe positions havo any basicconnection with each other -- the Police 
President in the first place, the Higher SS and Police Chief in the second 
place, and the SS Oberabschnitts Fuehrer in the third place? Were these 
three, on principle, united in the sane person? 

A No, in my case, in Munich, it was an exception, In my case they 
coincided but not in otherparts of the Reich. 

Q 4nd now, witness, please distinguish between Police President 
and Higher SS and Police Chicfe Please cxplain to the court what the 
difference is between theso two positions. 

a The Police President was a State administrative official, while 
the Higher SS and Police Chief, that position was created only during the 
war, without his being considered an official regional authoritye «ccording 
to the official instructions from the Reich Minister of the Interior, his 
sole task was to represent the Reichsfuehrer SS and Chief of the German 
Police in his \ehrkreise He did not have any authority to issue orders to 
thepolicee according to the decree of the Reich liinister of the Interior, 
the Chief of the Hauptaemter, Order Police and Security Police remained the 
superiors of the police. They were the ones who had the authority to issue 
orders through their own channels, while the Higher SS and Police Chief was 
outside, without any authority to issue orders to the police, 

Q and now, please, answer the questions Is the assertion of the 
proseuutfion correct that the Higher SS and Police Chief formed a close 
connection between the General SS and the Police? 

THE PRESIDENT: You have already asked him thatonce and he has 
answered ite Let us go on to the next question. 


Q Is the assertion of the prosecution, that the General SS ard the 


Police officially formed a unity, that is a State within a State, is this 
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assertion correct?

Q Since I do nct vant to go into details, I refer to the text this 
morning in Affidavits 86 and 88, which I shall hand in later. You have 
already said, witness, that the Higher SS and Police Chief had no power 
to issue orders to the Order Police or the Security Police. But did the 
Higher SS and Police Chief hive the powcr to issue orders to the Waffen 
SS or to the General SS? 

h To the Wafien SS the Higher SS and Police Chief had no power to 


issue orders. To the Gencral SS only insofar as he was at the same time

superiors as well. An order was issued giving the same information to the Po- 


lice Officers as well as by tho Roichsichorhoeits Hauptamt.

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Q Is that true for all the Reich, that the Police 
President, the Higher SS and Police Chief, and the Fuchrer 
of the General SS had nothing to do with concentration camps? 

A Yes, 

Q "hat of.ices were responsible, first for delivery 
to and dismissal from concentration camps, and second for the 
administration of the concentration caups themselves ? 

A For admission and release from a concentration 
camp, Amt IV of the RSHA was coapbetent. For the administration 
and internal affairs of the concentration camps, the Economic 
and Administrative Head Office of the SS was responsible, Amts- 
&ruppe D, Inspectorate of Concentration Camps. 

Q Then can one conclude from your answer that for 
killings and atrocities committed against prisoners in con- 
centration camps, neither the Police President of the District 
in question nor the Higher SS and Police Chicf of this district, 
nor tho Fuehrer of the Oberabsehnitt of the General SS was res- 
ponsibie ? 

A None of the officers mentioned was responsible for 
such things. The concentration camp apparatus was a strictly 
enclosed set with channels of its own. 

Q Do you know the concentration camp at Dachau, from 


your own expericnee? 


A Yes. In the course of the years from 1936 on, when 


I was transferred to Munich, I often received orders from Him- 
mler that I was to take high German and foreign officials to 
Dachau where the concentration camp was to be found. Among 
others, I took the Yugoslavian Minister of the Interior there, 
some high American police officials, a number of commandants 
of prisoner of war camps, high political personalities from 
Italy, and so forth. 

e Then since you say you had nothing else to do with 


tho eoncontration camps, that was your only opportunity to ob- 


tain permission to ontor them; and if I have understood you 
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qorrectly, just like the guests who were inspecting the camp, 
you received permission through tho RSHA ? 
A Yes; that is, I received orders to go there, and the 


guests received permission, It was done in the following way: 


Either Himmlor'!s staff or the RSHA, through the Inspectors of 


Concentration Camps, informed the competent camp commandant 
that guests were coming with me as their guide,

S Did you perhaps, for othor reasons, have the desire 
to obtain information about conditions in the camp, perhaps 
because you had heard that mass killings wero undortakon 
and that the people were starving to death ? 

A cceause from what I saw when I visited tho eam 
everything was in order. The kitchen installation was shown, 
the hospitals, tho operating rooms, showors, bods; and thore 
was àn opportunity to sco numerous prisoners who, in my judge 
mont, in peace tiros--that is, before 1938--vworo in an out- 
Standingly good state of health. After 1959--ths is, during 
the war--they gave the impression of being normally well fed. 

There were thousands of prisoners. In Munich, for exam- 
ple, they were employed in public squares and strects, and 
were active in the rcmoval of bomb debris. Everyone could soo 
the prisonors. From my point of viow, on the basis of my 
knowlodgc gained during my visit to the camp, I had no inclin- 
ation to intervenc, and I had no right to do so. 

Q On these visits, could you, because of your position 
sec more or less than the visitors whom you accompanicd ? 

A I cannot judgc. Tours wore given through the wholc 
camp. For exanpio, in tho fall of 1944, the commandants of 
prisoner of war camps were taken through. They were all exports, 


They knew everything about the camp; they could go around 
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everywhere, according to their own judgment, and could look at everything. 

Qe “id you ever hear anything about biological experiments of living 
persons in the concentration camp at Dachau, and, if so, when? 

Ag Yes. In the spring of 1944, in the course of criminal police investi- 
gations against an SS Hauptsturmfuchrer, Dr. Rascher, a medical doctor, and his 
wife were accused of "Kindunterschicbung" -- that is 2 word thot is very 
difficult to translate. They were accused of illegal appropriation of other 
people's children. 

Secondly, Rascher was accused of having commited financial irre gulari- 
ties in connection with the rescarch station at Dachau, where these biclogical 
experiments were carried on. This research station was directly subordimate to 
Himmler, without any intermediate authority. 

Qe Did you know anything of tse experiments befsremand? 

Noe It was only by coincidence that I found out about thom. 

Qe Please describe your investication, so that the Court my soc that 
you did not close your eyes to such t ings? 

Ae On the basis of the events of thc proceedints which had already be- 
gun with the criminal ; e in Munich, I forced entry into the camp at Dachau. 
That was as early as 1944, ommunications were so poor that I could not wait 
long for approval. With the help of a teletype message to the Inspectorate 
I learned that in the course of the police investigation that I could obtain 
permission from there and would go to the officials at Dachau. I did not know 
anything about the biological experiments at that time, but know only of tthe 
first two-moentioned offenses. And when, in a talk with thc camp commandant, I 
mercly monti^oned the name of Rascher, he, as well as the camp doctor, who had 
beon called ther., said that they considered Rascher a dangerous person who 
was carrying on the most abominable xperiments on living human beings. He, 
Rascher, was vested with full powcrs from Himmler; and the camp commandant and 
his personnel were so intimidated that up to the time when I intervened, they 
did not dare oppose Rascher's activi z in any way. 

Ihey sought in me tho protectio. of a high SS Fuchrer. Rascher had b cen 
previously arrested by thc criminal police for investigation; so whon I dis - 
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covercd the experiments, of course, I did not release him again. I 


immeczately made a personal report to Himmler in his field command post in 


Eigen near Salzburg, on my own decision. Himmler had reproached me by 


telephone for interfering at all. 
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He said I probably wanted to hold assensational Trial. I mado the 
situation clear to Himmlor. He was very reserved toward me thon. I said I 
did not understand anything 2bout the matiere Rescher made vory important 
experiments ə He promised he would kcop thc documents which I had brought and 
would submit the Raschor case to the highest court; the Supreme SS and Police
